SECRETARY MELLON CERTAIN 
PROSPERITY WILL REMAIN AT 
A PEAK IN THE UNITED STATES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(AP) 
-The nation has attained a record 
¡level of income, and there is like- 
| ly to be no ebbing of the high tide 
I of prosperity, Secretary Mellon re­ 
ported to Congress today in his 
annual review of treasury activi- 
1 ties. 
At the same time he virtually 
[closed the door to revision of the 
I French debt settlement, and declar 


completed. He did not even men­ 
tion the possibility of further nego­ 
tiations with France, which 
ap­ 
pears dissatisfied with the agree­ 
ment effected by her representa­ 
tives in consultation with the com­ 
mission, and has not yet ratified 
it. He emphasized that this gov­ 
ernment has maintained a consis­ 
tent policy against 
cancellation, 
and quoted at length the diseus-
